‘It also developed that O’Con- 
nor had picked three able confede- 
rates, and each rendered excellent 
service. Darrow, awaiting trial for 
a $60,000 robbery, knew the interior 
of the jail; La Porte, convicted of a 
$30,000 robbery, was aware of the 
positions of the guards, and Spona- 
gel, a convicted “‘tea store’ robber, 
was picked because of his massive 
frame and strength. 

The most generally accepted the- 
ory to explain O'Connor's possession 
of the revolver is that, at the last 
minute, he obtained it from some 
other prisoner in the “bull pen’ who 
would be less carefully watched. The 
prisoners had just been released from 
their individual cells to mingle in the 
morning exercise period when the 
rush for liberty was started. 

O’Connor whipped out a gun, and 
shoved it into Straus’ ribs. Darrow, 
who was standing just inside the 
gate, took the key from Straus’ hand. 
The guard was carried inside, bound 
and gagged, O'Connor forcing the 
other prisoners to the end of the cell 
block in the meantime. 

O'Connor, Darrow, Laporte, Spon- 
agel and McDermott then ran out 0 
the cell block down the stairs to the 
third floor. 
guards, who were also subdued by 
O’Connor with the gun.

Big Increase in Autos. 

In 1917 licenses were issued for

traffic enter into the situation. In 
a number of instances, such as the 
proposed widening of Olive street 
Twelfth street to Channing 
the ordinance for the im.

The consequence is that the St 
Cardinals, looked upon as likely contenders for the 
championship next season, are now conceded no better 
position than that of runner-up in the calculations 
of the experts. In purchasing the Cincinnati plaver 
New York has, prospectively, purchased the pen- 
nant. 

What has this to do with the power of the press? 
Simply this: The press is largely responsible for the 
popularity of professional baseball. It invests what 
has come to be a sordid business with the romance of 
sport. It presents the drama of the diamond with 
unflagging zeal and skill. It maintains the interest 
of habitues and is forever recruiting reinforcements 
to grand stand and bleacher. 

The baseball magnates for vears have been trying 
to kill baseball. They have shown zeal and ingenuity 
in their murderous design. But they have failed: 
the sport page has frustrated their insolence and 
persistence. 

The prestige of professional baseball is a monument 
to the power of the press; it is not a monument to 
the discrimination of the press.
